REPORT OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
and READING ROOM 


LIBRARY. 


Total circulation for the vear, 15,830, as tollows: 


_ Fiction, 11,423 
Miscellaneous, 1,397 
Magazines, 3,010 


In March, April and May the circulation each month ex- 
ceeded 1,500, the largest monthly issue being 1,685 in March; 
the smallest (1,035) in November. The largest daily issue 
was 203 volumes, on March 16; smallest was 10 books, on 
Joneel. . 

The number of new books added was 251, as follows: 


Fiction, 147 volumes 
Non-fiction, 104. : 
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In spite of the decrease in population ot the last few years 
our library circulation steadily increases, this year exceeding 
last by 685. There is evidence also of better reading being 
done; 363 more non-fiction books have been issued than last 
year. This improvement in the quality of reading done is 
directly traceable to three causes: First, to the improvement 
in our educational system through our supervisor of schools; 
second, to the lectures of Professor Baumgardt, who so 
aroused the interest of our townspeople along the lines of 
travel and science that they desire to read further in those 
subjects; third, to the addition of many interesting non-fic- 
tion books, particularly in the juvenile department. 

Over one hundred volumes have been re-bound, causing a 
large expenditure in this direction, which we would much 
prefer to use for new books. The librarian and committee 
would greatly appreciate the co-operation of parents in this 
regard, that books may receive careful treatment in the 
homes, that we may reduce this expense to the minimum. 
Books with broken backs and loose leaves are often made so 
by the careless dropping of a book or the bending back of the 
covers. 

Four hundred and fifty borrowers’ cards are now in use. 
It became necessary to change to a new charging system this 
year. Aslip system has been adopted until such time as we . 
can afford a more desirable system, the present change being 
effected with practically no cost. 

The following gifts are gratefully acknowledged: 

From Miss A. M. Barrows, ‘‘Messages and Papers of the 
Presidents,”’ an excellent and valuable work in ten volumes. 

From Mrs. Maria Spooner, Channing’s Works, in six 
volumes. 

By the will of the late Althea M. Stearns, the library re- 
ceived two large volumes of the ‘Stearns’ Genealogy,” and 
one copy of Randall’s ‘‘History of Chesterfield.” 

We also have the pleasure of noting a gift of $10 from a 
citizen especially interested in the library, who modestly de- 
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sires his name withheld from publication. It is his wish that 
this small gift become the nucleus of a permanent library fund 
unless needed for some purpose which the committee deems 
beyond the means of our present limited appropriation.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


The Board of Education, Hinsdale, N. H.:— 


GENTLEMEN:—It isa pleasure to hand you herewith the 
second annual report of a Superintendent of Schools in your 
town. This report devotes considerable space to the discus’ 
sion of what constitutes good schools for which the demand 
is being now so strongly made everywhere in our State, anc 
some suggestions as to what has been done and what is 
worthy of being done in your town for the furtherance of this 
end. 

There is a general awakening throughout this State on the 
subject of public education and a steadily increasing demand 
for better schools than we now have. This demand is com- 
ing with importunity from even the remote country towns. 
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A question which naturally suggests itself is,- What are good 
schools? What rule or standard shall we take whereby to 
judge of the efficiency of any schcol or system of schools? If 
we ask ourselves to state in precise form the qualities of a 
good school or a good teacher, and name the things a good 
school should do for its pupils, we shall probably find our 
ideas somewhat vague. And it is not surprising, for our lead- 
ing educators the country through are in somewhat the same 
state of mind. Still out of the chaos of a few years ago there 
is coming to be accepted a more or less uniform definition of a 
good school and that a good education is one which trains 
the child to do better what his inherited taste, ability, and 
the conditions of his life make probable that he will earn his 
living by in later years. Good schools are practical schools, 
that is, those which teach a child knowledge which shall be of 
direct, practical use to him in his future industrial career. 
The great and important criticism which is now being made 
of our schools in generalis that they prepare a boy or girl 
more for professicnial life or for a life of idleness than for the 
life of the practical wage-earner. Ifthe average boy were to 
leave school at any age you might select it is an open ques- 
tion weather he has learned anything in school which shall 
mean a fuller dinner pail to him in after life. Our boys and 
girls succeed more often in spite of their education than be- 
cause of it, and what education they get for business is ob- 
tained in subsequent life. 


The schools are out of joint with the life of the age. The 
industrial life of a country is the foundation not only of its 
wealth but also ofits culture, and if there is one more useless 
education than another to give a child it is that which con- 
tains either nothing serviceable to an industrial career or else 
teaches what little it does give him in an inefhcient way so 
that itis not permanently retained. Instance the town in 
which the majority of the people are mechanics, mill-oper- 
atives, farmers, or otherwise engaged in manual labor. It is 
probable that 19 out of every 20 children in the publicschools 


73 


wm that town willearn their bread by,labor similar to that 
of their parents.. Now the business of the efficient school is to 
prepare the boy who is to be a farmer to be a better farmer; 
to make the future mechanic a better mechanic and a more 
intelligent one. Education is preverted which makes a boy 
whose taste and inherited ability would make him a first-class 
carpenter into a third-rate doctor or minister, or the girl 
whom nature intended to become a first-class dressmaker or 
bread-maker into a fourth-class music teacher. The business 
of the practical school is to start the child on the road to- 
wards his probable life work and not by its implications and 
suggestions turn him aside from it. There is great demand 
to-day for efficient workmen more than for highly educated 
professional men and the question for schools and school- 
makers to face is,—Is the education of the child giving him a 
sound start in this direction? 

It may be worth the space it occupies to mention what 
subject in our schools are the most practical and what parts 
of those subjects should be dwelt upon and what left out. 

1.—Reading. The child should be taught to read in our 
schools and that with no waste of time, and taught so 
thoroughly that he can read quickly, easily and for pleasure. 

2.—Arithmetic. Not asasubject to amuse himself with 
in school but as something to use in business and on the 
farm. It should include Measurements,—practial everyday 
measurements, and lots of them. It should include Addition 
(rapid), subtraction, multiplication, division, fractions (bus- 
iness ones) decimals, and percentage and its application. 
The average boy need not waste his time on Bank Discount, 
Partial Payinent, Cube Root, and the like. They are soon 
forgotten and need to be learned over again in each State. 

3.—How to express himself in the English language. 

4.—History,—that which shall give him, not a series of 
dates at which wars were fought but a working knowledge 
of the progress of mankind and the reasons why men and 
nations are to-day what they are. 
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5.—Geography,—the kind which teaches the commercial 
life of our country and its industria! and commercial relations: 
with other countries; the products of our ewn country and 
state, our forests and agriculture. : 

6.--Government,—enough to enable him to vote intelli- 
gently and to know who is' responsible for what happens im 
his own town. 

7.—Nature study and elementary agriculture. The great- 
est knowledge of mankind comes from his study of out-of- 
doors. And the keenest men have been those who have been 
the sharpest nature observers: | 

8.—Drawing. Practical mechanical and free-hand draw- 
ing lies at the bottom of allindustrial efhieiency, whether of 
of the carpenter or of the engineer. The suecessful mechanic 
must get it some tinte—why not in our publie schools? 

9. Elementary manualtraining and domestie seience 
wherever possible. 

It is not sufficient for the making of a good school that 
these subjects should be on the course of study,—it is neces— 
sary that they should be taught practieally and efheiently- 
It is for this purpose that Courses of Study have been eom- 
pleted and given to the schools that each teaeher may train, 
drill and perfeet her own charges that they may m each vear 
accomplish something definite and without waste of time and 
also waste of child. Each grade should be productive and 
strike to its mark withowt hesitancy. 

Much more, of course, might be said regarding good 
schools and their making, but thus much ts said by way of 
suggestions for others also to be thinking out. 

As to the record of the past year in respect to nraking our 
schools more effective along these lines, the following outline 
may be sufficient. 

1. Beginning with the fall term of 1909 a complete 
course of study was issued to each school in the subjects of 
Arithmetic, Language, Reading, Geography, History, and 
Government. These outlined exactly what was expected to 


te accomplished in each grade and arranged ‘and organized 
the whole work from top to bottom. Thereby the work 
which belonged to each grade was assigned to it and teachers 
ceased to do more or less than belonged to them to accom- 
yplish. 

2. In accordance with this pre-arranged program the 
books of the year have been purchased by such systematic 
purchasing a more efficient equipment is being obtained year 
by year than can be had from the money expended without 
plan. Much fresh, interesting and imstructive reading has 
‘heen given to our schools. 

3.—The promotion of pupils from ‘one grade to another 
and into the High School has been rigidly supervised, and in 
many cases the present year’s work has shown, both to the 
parent and to the teacher, the profit coming from a poorly 
prepared child repeating the work of his last vear, instead of 
attempting the work of the grade above. 

The schools have felt the benefits resulting from such con- 
servative promotion. The work of each grade is more even 
and more profitable for each pupil in it, and allows more sys- 
tematic work on the part of the teacher. 

_ 4.—A teachers’ study class has been organized, holding 
meetings with the superintendent every fortnight during the 
term. The study of the mental life and growth of the child 
and the working out from them practical methods of class- 
room instruction is hoped to be of service in raising the ef- 
ficiency of instruction in our schools. 

5.—Recently there has been begun a series of Parents’ 
Meetings occurring on the first Monday of each month. On 
these oceasions all who are interested in the work of the 
schools have opportunity of discussing and hearing discussed 
the various problems which concern the home and the school. 
There is also given opportunity of personally meeting any of 
the teachers at the close of the meeting. 

6.—Steps have been begun with a view to the improve- 
ment of the physical health of our school children. When 
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parents come to realize that ntuch of the mental duiness anc 
general disability of children is really traceable to some phy- 
sical defect which can readily be renvedied,—such as chorea, 
nervous disorders, poor eve-sight, defective hearing, adenoids, 
and lack of nutrition, and that no cudgelling of brains on the 
part of the teacher can overeome this state of affairs—there is 
probability of great benefit resulting to the children. The 
health of a child is the only foundation on whieh intellectual 
education can be built. | 

The attendance of the pupils has been considerably more 
regular and prompt that it was last year. Sinee the first of 
September, 1909, the attendance in all but one or two eases 
has averaged 90 per cent or more; and with this has come a 
general deeline in the namber of tardinesses. There is roonp 
for improvement stillin this matter, bat one of the best evi- 
dences of a general interest in good sehools is the efforts of 
parents to.see that thew children are prompt and regular im 
attendance. 

The schools have been inspected for the most part once 
each week, with the exception of the outside sehools, and it 
has been possible to visit them more often and regularly tham 
hast year. 

This report of conditions m our schools weuld not be. 
eomplete without an appreciative mention of the work of our 
grammar sehool prinetpal. Ceming to a sehoolin whieh con- 
ditions were wnsatisfactory,she has by patient effort, untiring: 
energy and kindly spirit, combined with good common sense, 
succeeded in bringing orderly systematie work out of a some- 
what chaotie state of affairs. It is an instance, too, of the 
value of special training and experience for the work of - 
teaching. 3 

The improvement in the grammar sehool, although per- 
haps the most noticeable from without, is by no means the 
only improvement which the teachers have wrought among — 
the schools. The interest and effort among all the teachers 
has been most commendable and out of that serious interest | 
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and the intention of every teacher to make the most out of 
their teaching is coming efficiency, now and increasingly in 
the future. 

Attention is called to the report of the principal of the 
High School which is inserted with this report. This is com- 
mended to your careful attention, and will prove instructive 
to those who are anxious fora high school which shall more 
nearly meet the needs of our community. This report will 
speak for itself, but it is only just to voice the great apprecia- 
tion which all—committee, parents, scholars and superintend- 
ent—feel of the courtesy, ability and effort which the present 
staff of teachers have shown in their work of the year.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools :— 


Following is the report of the Hinsdale High School for 
‘the half year ending February 4th. 

In presenting this report I wish to make clear the object 
towards which we are aiming in our work in the High school. 
The purpose of all education is to fit the pupil to fill his posi- 
tion in the world with the greatest efhciency and to enlarge 
his capacity for achievement and enjoyment; to teach him 
such subjects, in such a way as to make his school work of 
real advantage to him in whatever he does after leaving 
school. In nearly every community there is a feeling that the 
High School especially should fit the needs of that commu- 
nity. Forexample. Ifitisa farming community the High 
school should have some agricultural courses in itscurriculum; 
if it is commercial it should have commercial subjects; while 
if it is manufacturing it should teach manual arts. In short 
the school should give skillful training along the lines most 
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likely to be needed 1n each particular place. So in the Hins- 
dale High school we are trying to fit the courses of study to 
the needs of the town as far as possible. Of course this can- 
not be accomplished all at once, but it is the line along which 
we are working. 

For the information of those who.cannot personally visit 
the High school to see the work and how it is conducted, a 
somewhat detailed statement of it follows: A schedule of 
the courses given in the High school and approved by the 
state will be found at the end of this report. From this you 
will notice that the work in English is given four years in 
each course. English is thus given an important place in the 
schedule in order that each pupil may get a good knowledge 
of English grammar and an ability to write and speak 
English correctly. During the first year in order to attain 
this object a large part of the time is devoted to systematic 
grammar work. In fact this work in grammar is continued 
in each year, the amount depending upon the needs of each 
class. On the average of once a week each pupil is given a 
subject for what is called an oral theme. That is, the pupil 
instead of writing a theme and handing it in to be corrected 
gives his theme orally without notes or reference to paper. 
Occasionaly the topic is assigned in class for the pupil to talk 
on without any special preparation. By means of these oral 
themes the pupil is given training in speaking while on his 
feet before the rest of his classmates In town meeting and 
other public meetings the number of people who can get up 
* on to their feet and say what they want to, so that other 
people can understand what they mean is usually small. 
This oral work in English is for the very purpose of training 
the scholars to do this. So far the results have been very 
good. Aside from this, from two to four written themes are 
prepared for class each month, thus giving practice in ex- 
pressing thoughts in writing. These themes are usually 
corrected and gone over by the pupil and teacher together in 
what is called a conference. His mistakes are pointed out 
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and thances for improvement are shown to him. Then with 
these suggestions the theme is rewritten. The rest of the 
class work consists of reading and explaining some of the 
standard English classics. They are read with the purpose 
of cultivating a taste for good reading in the attempt to sub- 
stitute literature of real value for the large amount of trash 
commonly read by young people. 

Mathematics like English isa very important and funda: 
mental subject, and is given three years for all pupils. The 
attempt is made to make it as practical as possible. The 
examples in Algebra are for the most part practical, every 
day problems dealing with such subjects as the pupil is likely 
to meet in his study of Physics and Chemistry, in business 
and in life about him. The same idea is carried out in Geome- 
try, where the propositions demonstrated by the pupils are 
applied to carpenter work, drawing and some of the simple 
problems of engineering. A beginning has been made this year 
in mechanical drawing connected with Geometry rather that 
with the regular drawing course. A large amount of original 
work is required of each pupil. In the last year a review of 
both Algebra and Geometry is given, the emphasis being 
placed on original work. 

As tothe work in History. During the first year the his: 
tory of Greece and Rome is studied. To help the pupils under- 
stand their work better, they are required to make maps 
showing tue changes in the countries due to wars or political 
causes. Special topics on the most important events are 
assigned in order to get a wider knowledge of the subject. 
This is followed in the second year in the English course, by 
English History, which gives a background for United States 
History. The method is practically the same as outlined for 
Ancient History. In the fourth year United States History 
is studied more in detail in regard to the political and indus- 
trial history of our country. One period a week is devoted to 
current events in this country and the rest of the world, using 
for text books the daily papers and current periodicals. The 
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aim is to keep the pupil well informed about what is happen- 
ing around him in the world to-day, and to see history in the 
making. The object of all the history work is not only to try 
to fix in mind the fundamental facts and dates, but also to 
show clearly that there are causes for each event, and that 
each event has its necessary results, and to apply this know- 
ledge.to present day affairs. 

Latin and French are the foreign languages offered; Latin 
is given for four years and French for three. The direct value ; 
of Latin has been often discussed and questioned from the fact 
that it seems to have no practical application in every day 
life. Its value however does not lie in the reading of so many 
pages of Latin, or even in the literature, for we have as good 
literature in our own language; but its value lies in the 
training in English as a result of careful translation from 
Latin. In translating the pupil must first consider the 
thought of the author read, then put the same thought into 
clear idiomatic English. This constant translating affords 
the pupil the best possible opportunity to obtain skill in the 
use of the English language, which is the end towards which 
we are working. French on the other hand is studied more 
for its own value, and is as far as possible spoken in the class 
room. The books are read for their literary value as well as 
for the practice in translation. In fact the ideal way of 
studying a modern language is, not to translate at all, but to 
read and understand the work in the language in which it is 
written. 

The same idea of getting at the practical value of the work 
is followed in the sciences. For example in zoology we learn 
the various facts concerning the life of the common animals 
and insects about us from the animals themselves rather than 
from books. The emphasis is placed on the benefit or injury 
of the animal or insect that is being studied, to man and to 
agriculture. Part of the time is devoted to field work. The 
class goes out and studies the animals and insects in their na- 
tive haunts; then characteristic specimens are brought into 
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the laboratory, where they are studied in detail and preserved. 
A large part of the time in chemistry is spent in laboratory 
work, where the student is required to handle all kinds of 
chemicals and learn their composition and properties. In the 
class-room he deduces from the experiments the numerous 
laws and their theories which govern chemical action, and 
applies them to the manufacture of many substances of com- 
mercial value. 

From this report it will be seen that an endeavor is being 
made to make the work of the High School of more practical 
benefit to the pupil for his future industrial or business career. 

The attendance of the High School for the half year end- 
ing February 4th, is as follows: Total number enrolled, 37; 
average enrollment, 35.
